Profits In Waste Paper. 


The sale ot waste paper used to af- 


ford perquisites for government offl-, 
clals. When John McCullocu (of Die-1 
tlonary of Commerce tame) was ap- 
pointed comptroller of the stationei-y 
office in 1841, he discovered that the 
proceeds from the sale of government 
waste paper were divided among bis 
subordinates, who thus more tbiin 
doubled their official Incomes. 
The 


new comptroller prohibited this prac- 
tice on the ground that all moneys de- 
rived from such sales belonged to the 
oichequcr. Some of the officials dis- 
regarded this prohibition and contin- 
ued to sell waste paper nnd pocket the 
proceeds. When this came to the ears 
of McCulloch they were prosecuted for 
"systematic appropriation of public 
property." 
For many years past^tiie 


stationery office has made over £10,000 
a year from the sale of waste paper.- 
London Mail. 


Jenny Lind's California Debut, 


At Monterey. Gal., formerly :i part of 


Mexico and ceded to the United States 
during the Mexican war. is the first 
public building built iu California nnd 
now n broken down, weather racked 
ruin of adobe. In this building Jenny 
Lind made her first California debut, 
ana when the gold, tbe enthusiastic 
miners had thrown upon the staple aft- 
er her performance was gathered up 
It was found to nil two five-gallon ol 
cans-about twenty pounds of gold ami 
equal in value to about $5,000. Anoth- 
e? curious building Is a police station 
,vhich is built within the braces ot »m 
oil derrick and for unique butUUng, 
certainly establishes a record.-Health 
Magazine.
